THE TBIUMPH OF COMMON 
SENSE. 

Tho meeting of Saturday night will bo 
•ccepted throughout Cauada as ovideuco 
that the people of Victoria are not the 
tfuoulent, unreasonable aud mischievous 
community that the prooeeclings of two 
meetings held fiierd last' summer on the 
Railway Q uestion may have led Canadians 
to suppose. The gathering of Saturday 
■was large, influential and respectable; and 
tlio resolntions passed, tbougli guilty of 
a very gravo indiscrotion (which wo 
shall presoiilly show) iiulieatud a luuL-h 
improved aud, on tho whole, gratifying 
state of popular feeling. Another uolu- 
ble oiroumstanco couueotod with the meet- 
ing was the fact that the speakers, and 
the mover aud seconder of the resolu- 
tion are all prominently identified with 
tHe local Oppotiitiou party, and that not 
one gentleman who has been identified 
■with tho support of the Goveriimcut in 
the past took part iu the proceodiugs — 
beyond defeating tho resoiutioa calling 
on tho Premier aud SpiaUor to re>iga 
their souts, whicli was n uanimous!^ Ic.-^l. 
As an iuJox tj tlio stulo of p)|Hihu- feel- 
ing this resolution was invaluable. It init 
only shows th:it tho Government possess 
the coufldencb of au overrthelniiug major- 
ity in tho House, but that thoy stand, ks 
high iu popular regard in Victoria as in 
everv other district where an election has 
been held since their accession to power. 
There are twelve olectorul ili->:nets iti the 
Province. In live of these elections have 
been held sin?e the Ellibtc Ministry ouno 
into power, and iu everyone the policy of 
the Government has bedn eadoiscd by the 
xetorn of candidates to support tliem in 
the House. 

Wo have claimed that the result of Sa- 
turday night's mcetiug is a triumph of 
common seuse. It was more: It was a 
victory over the seusBles-i and unreasotia- 
blo agitation for thd immodiato secession 
of the Province from tho Canadian Con- 
federation whioh passed, like a siroeao 
over this City last summer. Who does 
not remember the meeting at the Pliilhar- 
monio on the evening of ihe 20th Septem- 
ber last — called, as we now believe, iniui- 
itatioo of tho ancient Chinese style of 
irarfaro, to Irighten Lord Dullerin 
■with noise into m ikmg promises wiiiuh he 
bad not the power tu uarry out.? Wbo 
were the g-tters up ofthLitdcmoaistratiun? 
Who moveJ ti>o nit; o-giycenue riso.u- 
lious aud who .-iipp U'ted uieiuV Kotcrnng 
to the liles of the il.iy we find iho cut aii i- 
driod orator Mr. Duck aso-n.iin;,' tiie 
platform with '"sji .cu-ili vouring s rid- s" 
and taking a leading part in the ciit.-i tuiii- 
meut. Wo fiud iheeloph.ntine iMr. Fell 
grinding forth a striduleut warwh lo^j and 
threatening tj "cry luvoc un.l let 
slip tho dogs of war" if imuie- 
diata railway coustriicli Jii was \.ot 
oommeaeed. We tin I Ujbert I., lal.i 
Czar of tho Laud OUico. like the .--criptiirjl 
horse, soeutiug the baitle from afar, aud 
rising to the sublime lietgui of tivo-fcet 
threw to advocate secessiou. We soo Mr. 
Douglas, a "muideu politician," .so tu 
sptiak, echoing tho sjiilimeuts of the 
DucUri, the i'ells aud the B.^aveiis, and 
pledging liinist-lt to ciury out tlie bi-iiests 
of the meeting, whaiover iliey might hu. 
What those beliesis were will be bc-st uu 
deratood by a quotation from the report 
of our contemporary, which states that 
tho following ro^olut:on was moved by 
Mr. Duck an i nejonded by Air. iMl aud 
Carried unuiimously: 

Jiesolveil,— I hilt in case tho Dominion 
Government pei sist iu ignoring iln; Car- 
narvon settlemeut of tlie Ilinlway oblig.i- 
tion of theDomiuion to Britisli Columbi.i, 
■■:it IB the request of this meeting ih.it our 
Bepr«»eutaaves in the Proviuciil Parlia- 
ment shall at tho ncxtsutsiou record thoir 
votes for the Separatiim of British CJolum- 
bia from tho Doininioii. 

There is not much of a loophole left in 
that resoluiiun for Mr. L.aveu or Air. 
DougUa to crawl through? In case tho 
Oarnurvon Terms were ignored, then the 
representatives of the city wore called on 
at the "next SEssioN"(thut is this sej .sicjn ) , 
to vote for tho separation of tliis i'rovince 
from tho Dominion. 'I'liat is snllieientiy 
plain fur tho nui^t ohtuso politieinu to 
comprehend. Tuo coiumaod of the meet 
ing was peremptory. The prosout session 
was to witness tho introduction of a reso 
lution to "bust tho "Confedor.ic:y" as 
Citizen J. stated at the same meetinij;, lunl 
Messrs. J5oavon aud Douglas wore to Jeid 
the vau of tho '•bmtors." W';ll, the 
Carnarvon Terms are ignored m letter; 
and what steps have tlioso two worthy 
gentlemen taUen to carry out tho com- 
mands of their coiistitiiontsV The House 
has been in sosbion siiico the 21st 
nit., and this is tho Cth of Miircli, 
aud wo are unaware of any move- 
ment having been niiule ijy M, s-irs. 
Boaven and Doiigla.s to carry ont tluir 
pledges to tho public ineoting of which 
Mr. Beaven was tho "engineer," Mr. 
Doaglas the "guard," i\Ir. Duck tho 
"stoker," and Mr. Fell the "lubricator. ' 
Candor compels us to the nssortion that 
those honorable gontluinen have failoil to 
obey tho voice of tin ir constituoiits lui 
unaniutoicsli/ c.KproHseil iu Seiitt-nil): r! 
Each has made sovoial speeches in tlio 
BoUbO, but neiihor has tjuulied on the 
vital 7)oint of "Socossion." Is it not true 
that both have soalod their devotion to tho 
cause of Separation by suhf-aribiug to the 
Bolomn oath of initiation before that 
august and patriotic body the Curiiarvon 
Club — iiledging thointielves to thi! "(/'nr- 
narvon Terms or Sepuralion?" But, 
mutatis mulandis. Tho moon lias its 
changes; tides and tho seasons also 
change; why should the same jirivilege 
be denied politiuiaiiB? Non , as coustitii- 
ents of Messrs. Jie iven uud Douglas we do 
not find fmilt with them for not h iving 
carried out the coiiiiiiands df their own 
pet motting, for they never inteuded to 
obey tbeu; but we d« oompluiu beeauso 
- tbeT presumed to attend the meoiing of 
tht-ir constituents on Sutur.liiy evi iiing 
without onco leUu-nng to tlu! r biokni 
pledges and .^tatlllg why tln^.y liavi; failed 
lo cairy out the diisiie of the nieetiiig of 
21)111 September. As us senior incmber 
the cjty hail a right to ask Mr. Uuaveii 
••why don't you tin me why, Uobin," but 
ibey didn't, and it was very refre.iUiug to 
bear Mr. Duck pleadiug the cause 
of Canada and Migg' sting an extension 
of time beyoud the iiuiit lixi d u; Earl 
Carnarvoa'B despatch of the ISilx Deo m- 
bar. Earl Ouruurvoa sugg«Btea the delay 



of a Hinglo Ruramcr. The rosnliitiou mov- 
ed by Mr. DavicH and seconded by Mr. 
Fell— whose broad, good-mitured. intelli- 
gent and mobile conntenanco illnminatcs 
every imblio plalform, and who is over 
ready lo move or second anything how- 
ever absurd or reilicnlous, for noturioty's 
sake— not only concodos tho "single .sum- 
mer's delay, ""but actually concedes an- 
other summer, luncli after tho manner of 
the bakor, who iu selling a dozen cakes 
throws in a thirteenth as a cullus potlatch 
Hero, then, we have an interesting quar- 
tette of iucipiout rebels — Messrs. 
Beaven, Douglas, Duck aud Fell— gener- 
ouslv otloriug Canada tuoo summers in- 
stead of tho o»i6- suggeatod by Lorn Car- 
narvon before railway work shall bo com- 
menced in the Province. In support of 
this view wo find Mr. Walkom aud Mr. 
Humphreys— who had just retired discom- 
litted from a hot debate in tho House 
over an luufiulinent thoy had prop.iso.l 
with all tho eloiiuonco and ingenuity at 
their command to reqniro Canada to be- 
gin the E-iiiiimalt and Nanaimo railway 
at onco Tho incon.-isteucios of these re- 
sjieotod members of Her .Majesty's Loyul 
Opposition would bo amusing if thoy 
woro not positively damaging. Thoy have 
gono far beyond the Government- 
far beyond Tim Colonist iu the direction 
of concession; and what liaiullo Canada 
may yet mako of their liberality in giving 
two summers to Canada in place of the 
one asked, remains to be seen. The second 
resolution of the meoiing of Saturday 
niijht, while clearly a victory for common 
souse over iircjiidico and tho immediate 
Separationists, and as such to be com- 
minided, is nevertholesH a inistako; be- 
cause it extends to t'aiiada a concession 
wiiioh she has not ii-kod and, indeed, has 
no right to expect. If tho resolution had 
meroly reiterated the sentiments of clause 
2 of tho Governor's Speech, no fault 
could have been found «ith it. But for 
luon who, six months ago, were rabid Seces- 
.'•iouisti aud prepared to hang anyone who 
dared to siiggei-t a "single suniinor's do- 
lay" to be guilty of the unheard of liber- 
ality of conceding to Canada more than 
she asked is astounding. 

Wo liavo no hesitation in saying that 
while tho pnncijjlo of ihe resolution will 
meet with iho approvul of tlu; Uouso, its 
!e//cr will reijuiro considorablo modifica- 
tion and ameiKlment before any member 
who really has railway construction at 
heart will be found willing to vote for 
it.

Tho Myrmidon failed from Valparaiso 
for England on iha 7tli January Jaat call- 
ing at ilio do Jauieio ou her way. 

The Repulse, ximethyst and Opal were 
to proceoil ou a cruise for throe or four 
days, when the Opal would then part 
company for Calhio, as Senior Oilicor for 
throe moutln, and thon come to Esqui- 
miilt. Tho UepulsG would proceed to Val- 
paraiso to await tho arrival of the Shah, 
when the former vessel would leave for 
England and tho Admiral shift his 
flag to tho latter and proceed to Esqui- 
malt.

rBIVinEQE. 

Mr. Humphreys rosa to a que.stion of 
pri%ilege. According to rulus tho otlor of 
any money or tlio like to uny iiieiuber of 
the House is u mutter of liigli misilemenn 
or. The other day ho had to Hlludo to a 
gentlemiiD not a wcuiber of the Houae, 
and the Promier callad for the uame and 
he (Mr. H ) gave it. He was present 
vhen the same gentlem.in (Mr. Bosco- 
■witz) made use of foul and blackguardly 
language against members of tUo iiou^o, 
and had hejrd tUe ."umo tlie otiier day ap- 
plied to liimsidf. He saw tliat a nolice 
Lad been posted lip forbidding tho lloor 
or lobbies to por.'<ous not lueoiberd of the 
Hoase daring dcb.itQ, He did Dot \>'ish 
to exclude all, but only men who niiglit 
misbehave. Anothor broach of privilege 
he compliiined of was. tliiit tbe Chief Com 
mi^siouer of Lands it Works, during bis 
(Mr. Hs') upeeeb, -which was accortiing to 
parliamentary usage, made a speech r ly 
log that be (Mr. li.) was in the Cibini-t, 
and connseled hileaco with respect to the 
Bail way dispatch, th reby reve.iling 
Cabinet secreis. 'iho Chief Coinmiasioii- 
er bad violatoil liia oath of ollife. He 
(Mr. H.) made this .statement in order to 
WiirQ him again'^t mukinj^ any future dis- 
cloiurei either directly or indiin't'y. 

Mr. EUioit— As far us ihu tirst ob=orvu- 
tion «itb regard to Mr. Jjosoo'vviiz, if ho 
did hear offensiva remarks wh^- did 
the hon. genllemau not at once come f.jr- 
Trard and tell the liuiisf. As lo the cliarge 
of perjury, all .secrecy about the rainvuy 
dispatcli ended as s loii as it was publijli- 
ed. Mr. Ihimijhrcy.s wi->he,l lo imply that 
he (.Mr. H.) wisueil to publi.th tno tiis 
patch, but had been ovorraled, whereas 
ha most emphatically ailvised its being 
kept secret, and be had himself riivealed 
tbut the (iovornmuut liad .i dispatch. 

Mr. Fi.^lior wished to know whether 
Btrang(;r3 were loibidden the statj behind 
tho Speaker's ohair? 

Mr. Mara b.-lijvcd that ex-copnibors 
wore consideroil privileged to tho fl 'or of 
tho House without boiug iutrod need. 

Dr. Ash lliouglit miigi-)trates and oflicc- 
holdors had a riglit (hero. 

Mr. SiJi aker— As long as there is room 
for them, 

KKPLY TO THE SPBCOH. 

Tbo 3d clanso relating t'l Indians, Mr. 
Walkom said be diil nut iniouil to oppobO 
it, but wisliod for the papers. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— 'ijuey are to be pro 
duoed. 

The clause was pissed. 

On the fill clause (rL,-laling to tliel)i)ck) 
Mr. Wiilkem could ii.it vote for ihis eit.iOr 
ivilh or wiHioiil piper.s. Tiim lUu.sl vaai i- 
blo papei H lire left out of tho corrcspoii- 
deuco laid befoio tho tlou-o— those witli 
referouoe to the advance of $'250,000 by 
the Canadian Govern ment. They used 
tho woi d advance, wher.'ns it i-t our nio- 
noy. liy this ducuuu-ut everyiljiDg is 
coaceded to the Doniiiiion Government. 
Mr. Mackenzie in answer to a qiieslion 
put to liini ill the ]Iou-o said 
that wiiatover the former Ministry of U.i- 
nada had agreed to that he would agree 
to, too. Ho did not wonder after iliis 
document if iho Douiiniou tJovernment 
had taken the woid to lie '■advance," Mr. 
DoUoBuios said »e should accept n, lump 
sum, wliioh tho Dominion Governincit 
had offi-red m as a gilt, llion j\Ir. Mac 
kenzie 811^ s that the IJoiuiiiiou Giivern- 
ment graiileil the iiionoy for the Dock, and 
the slrongeht [lOint is that Ibo Iniuerial 
Governmjji^t seoiiig and believing the lib- 
erality of tho Dominion Government, 
came furvrurd and gave us 20 per cent, 
more. 

Mr. Fisher thought that the Oppciition 
might have alloued this cliuiso to pass 
■with regard to agieeiuoiit between Mr. 
DoCosmos aiiil tlui Doiiiiuiuu CJovern- 
mont; it h.id been discussed over anil 
over again. 'Ihn agicemeiu was that wo 
shall build the DouU aud tUeutbe Domin- 
ion Ooveromeot would pay the interoht 
for 10 years. Ho did not think that it 
waa fair or ve'AsonabIb to sniiposo" that tho 
$250,000 wub JO bo oblaiiied before tho 
work was oommeiicod. Ho thought wo 
bad better proceed with tho work aud 
then when we hare work to show wa may 
get the money aud not an adranoe on tho 
material. The geutlemun opposite ve;e 
four years advertising for materials ivnd 
bruina to ooustruofc tno work, and ho was 
■atisiiod tbut wo sbould nut gut tho ^^250,- 
000 (ill we had woik to uhuw. It was 



neither a bonus nor it gift, bat an eqniva- 

lont. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho — Tho momorandnra 
had been drawn up with tbo uiruost care 
and nothing li'iJ beoii loft out thai was 
thought would strougtbon our cause bo- 
foro the Domiuiou Government. Tboro 
VY-oro, ho beliovod, no two opinions in tho 
House as to tho £50,000 in lieu of guar- 
antee in 12 section of Terms of Union be- 
ing a gift or bonus and not a loan. The 
present Goverumcnt had (alien theii stand 
upon its being a bonu-, iinl they had llim- 
ly but in temperate and respectful lan- 
guage urged ihis view of tho matter upon 
the Dominion Government. Ho did not 
think tbat anything was to be gained by 
a^^sailing Canada in tho voliomout and irri- 
tating laiiguuge that tho hon. tho leader 
of tho Oi>posiiio'u scemod no prone to lue 
on all Dcoasiona. Had miy good roiulted 
from the eourfo puisui3d by tho lato Oov- 
ernmtut in tnia matter ? No! Hud they 
sncceedi d iu getting Uauadn to grant tbo 
amount to us for Dock purooses as a bo- 
nus ? No! Mr. Walkem as ho well know 
had wa-ted bis eloquouce and bi.i energy 
and had acconiijli-hed nothing. [Hear, 
hear.] The present Goveroinent had tak- 
en a ditr< renl molliod lo ^ain what Mr, 
Wulkem's G i/vernmeiit had failed in, and 
ho had no doubt that succes-s woiibloiown 
their t fforts. Tbo cause of Driti.sh Col- 
umbia in thia aflfair was so goo.l, so unas- 
sailable, that ho considered nothing was 
riskedjiu the prop isilioii to leave tlie mat 
tor to a comijotcnt aud impaitial tiilnuial 
to decide — sav L'nd I 'ai ii -.rvwi!. 

Mr. Walkem -1 dou't ohjt ct t i Ih^it. 
Mr. SmitUe — The leu li r of die Opposi 
tion had complaiiu'd that notliiug liad 
been done until JJecciuber about this 
Dock monoy. If ho would consult the 
papers before him ho would find that iu 
May last, aud again in Juno, the Crovern- 
niout had applied for the money and that 
again in October and November telegrams 
ii|)on the subject had been sent, ami li(> 
did not think ii better time than Decem- 
ber could have been chosen for tho dis- 
patch of tho minuto referred to. The last 
answer of tho Dominion Government 
upon the subject was that tbey had no 
aulhoi ily to give it to us a.s projjo-ied, — 
moaning no doubt that Parliament had 
not voted it— tboy would get the Decem- 
ber miuuto before tbo Houao motand Mr. 
Mackenzie would havo an nnnortunity to 
lay the matter before the Hoiisu and get 
tho authority accessary. A committee 
had been formed to investigate tbo whole 
drydock qiioatiou, and ho thought any 
further discussion at present would be 
premature aud usele-s. [Hsar, hear. J 

Mr. Williams — This subject of the doc'j 
is of grave importance and it is only right 
that it should be thoroughly gone into. 
The people in E.squimalt thiuk there must 
be some mystory about it; it is a subject 
second only to tbo railway. We have had 
preliminary survoy and many hopes have 
been ra sod with it. Aft r ConfoiU'ratimi 
we tiiought that wo should certainly get 
the dock. Ho contended that tho $'2b0,- 
000 was a gift, and the only thing that 
jirevented that being ratitiod by vote in 
Parliament was tho ovei throw of the 
Miicdoiiald Government. Mr, Tilloy says 
it was to bo a gift, lie was accuhed last 
year of giving bis vote against tho dock. 
Ho would always vote for tho dock. He 
certainly hoped that ai impetus would 
be given to the work. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon wa< satisfied that the 
S'25U,000 was intended us a gift. A« for 
the (lock, all jiajiers with reference to it 
are in the hands of tho jirinters, and until 
the report comes down ho ibougbt it was 
unfair to prejudge the ease. 

Mr. Smith said ho had takon great in- 
terest in tho dock, It bad been a failnro 
from tho commencement. ^Yhy did tho 
late govornment not lot out a contract for 
tho wliolo dock at first antl lot the con 
tractor provi.lo tho cement, coHVrdam, 
itc. He would liko to kuow where the 
money was coming from to build this 
work, would liko to see the dock com- 
menced aud finitsiied ; but this going on 
piecomeal was a drawljack. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott agreed with Vernon, 
and thought it better to irait fo." paperi. 
Ho referred to a motion of Dr. .■Vsh's of 
last KOHsion, which, if passed, woulil have 
smashed tbo dock into a cocked-hat, 
(l.mghter.) 

Dr. Ash thought if tho plan lie 
preuosed thou had been adopted, the 
dojk would have b.-'eu in a mote siiis- 
factory t-tate than it is. Tlii-: Province 
sh jiild le.iru from the Dominion Govorn- 
ment what its intentions arj at prcsont 
there is a most un-iiitisfautory litate of 
things, we had no light whatever to take 
a specilicdion from tho engineers till 
tlie iu,.tL.'r hail been clrir -d U[). 

Mr. Beaveii said all the preliminary 
worU bail been comideled liefoio the 
present Chief Cuinmi^sioner of Lands aud 
\Vorks took ollice. Tbo point raised by 
Mr. Walkem was that this governmout 
had mailo out an imperfect case. He had 
all the i)apers, even l\lr. Tilley's letter, 
and thought th.' government made a very 
weak ease wdu-ii applyi g fur the moiH!v, 
vvhiidi wiii to be on tiio progiossof ilnj 
vvoik and not on Iho material. They 
should have pusln d forward tbo coH'er 
dam and then if .Mackenzie had not wish 
ed to pay tui.s inoiicy wo should 
have under.--tood their positi(ui. This cuf- 
fenlain could have been liui^hed la>t slim- 
mer, and now bo found that it was put cdf 
ti l next Bummur. The government buvu j 
not u>ed due di.igonce with reference to | 
this. 

C 'apt. Evans read with great interest 
ail account of the driving of tho DnfTeriii 
pile soma moiithii a^c; and certainly 
thought tbo dam might havi; b, en lin- 
islied. It ia a work tli.it aU'ects all the 
I'rovince. 

Dr. Toliuio called attention to the ill 
gr ico with which couaures camo from the 
hon. member for Comox, Provincial 
Secretary under tho lato government on 
the oxpendiiuro by tho ])rosenl govern- 
ment on tho Graving DocU, er.; they had 
ascertained that tho §250,000 expected 
from Ottawa was to be a gift or not. Had 
not the late government, while laboring 
iin ler Uu, samo uncertainty, spent or be- 
come liable for at least §100,000 for ce- 
mont, maohinory, survoyH, 4o. Tho Dr., 
while admitting the oxistenco of some 
.imbigiiity clnimed that the proponder- 
ance of tvidenco was iu favor of tho view 
tint the grant from Oanada was in the 
nature of a gift or bonus. He reforrcd to 
the fact that the Dominion Ooveruinent 
had, HI a minute i'l 1871 transiiiitt"d to 
Lonl Carnarvon, taken credit to them- 
selves for having provided the jr'i.W,!)!)!) 
for tbo Graying UdcIc, and this without 
saying that tho provision or furnishing of 
this money was hampered with any condi- 
tions.

$500,000 Down for Railway Constrac- 
tioT. on the Mainland, and $100,000 
for Surveys, Etc. 

The ollioial copy of tho Canadian Esti- 
mates, 1877-78, camo to hand yesterday. 
From the douument wa learn that 8500, 
•000 is set down for oonstrnetion on the 
Mainland of British Columbia, nndSlOO,- 
000 for .survey and engineering purposes. 
On Iho Eastern Heclioa of the lino 81, 
52'1.000 is down for construction. Thisis 
quite a diH'orent aspect to that convevod 
by a dispatch published iu this city some 
three weeks since, which caused a great 
deal of uuueoessary excitement and des- 
pondency. 

Among the other items we find 827,950 
for tho Ii. 0. Penitentiary; 82425 to pro- 
vide for a successor of tho lato A. T. 
Biishby; salary of fishing overseer in B. 
C;, 81000; lightliousrs, B.C., 813.875, an 
incrousr' of 82925; Inspector of Steam- 
boats, traveling oxponsos raised 8200 to 
8750; the suUfi ly will be 8208,000 instead 
of 8210,000, as paid 1-st year, owing to 
the advances made last year. Tho salary 
of Warden of the B. C. Penitentiary is 
fixed at $1400; and the salaries of the 
staff at 85800. Ex Governor Trutoh's 
name has boon returned to the pension 
list— tho pension having temporarily 
ceased during bis term of office as Gov- 
ernor— for S2595 50; 81500 ara down for 
(he removal nf obstructions in Cowichan 
River, aud 850,000 for ludiiu affairs.
